Tho exemption applying to Individ- 
ual inconioti was increased from $2,000 
to )2,60U tor those whose net Income 
Is not more than $6,000. The aotlca 
was taken on the motion of Repreeen. 
tatlve Nicholas Longwortb, Ohio. 

No change was made in the present 
$1,000 exemption applying to single 
persona. Tho exemption for each de- 
pendent will be $400. as agreed on 
eariior in tho week, this amount being 
twice the present $200 exemption. 

It was estimated that the $600 in- 
crease In the exemption to which inar> 
ried men with Incomes ot lees than }Sr 
000 will be entitled will mean a loas ia 
revenue of about $80,000,000. The in- 
crease In exemption for each depend- 
ent will mean a loss ot $20,000,000, 
these two cuts representing a to^ 
loss of $50,000,000. 

Tho oommltteo docided to stand pat 
on the present surtax rate on Individ- 
ual Incomes below the proposed new 
maximum of 32 per cent applying to 
Incomes above 166,000.

— Minister of Reconstruction 
Ratheenau has given a long detailed 
report on the Gyman-Prench repara- 
tion negotiations to the reparation 
committee of the economic council, in

France Gives, orders which when fill- 
ed, take the place of cash. Rthenau 
believes this is the only way Oermsny 
can fulfill the ultimatum. 

The orders consist chlefy o fma- 
chlnery, tools, general Industrial sup- 
plies, will, building materials, doors, 
wiffdow frames, etc. 

The idea Is to withdraw the German 
workingfiien from the devastated re- 
gions ot France. All reparation and 
resUtntton orders will be executed In 
Germany. , 

The production thus planned, Minis- 
ter Rathoiaa believer, will prevent an 
increase of the number of unemployed 
in all countries. For if Ctormany were 
compelled to payy al in oas hshe would 
have to rflood the markets of the 
worldto increase her exports, which 
would be the only means by which she 
could pay cash. 

The latest figures of Germany's un- 
employed show a remarkable decrease 
in tho number of persons out of work. 
The figures for May were 400,000, 
while the total of the unemployed on 
July 1 WM only 800.000.
